JOBS FROM 

11 FLIGHTS? 


AN announcement that there 
could be more night flights to 
and from Manston has reignited 
the debate over the development 
of Kent International Airport. 

Some of those affected by the pro¬ 
posed changes are pouring scorn on the 
claim by airport owner Inffatil that 
hundreds of jobs will be created if it gets 
its wish for 11 more 747 flights a week. 

Inffatil says 412 jobs are on the hori¬ 
zon if it seals a deal with a “major 
European airline”, rumoured to Brit¬ 
ish Airways World Cargo. 

It has asked Thanet council to allow 
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it to expand its operating hours from 
7am-llpm to 6am-11.30pm, meaning 
the Section 106 agreement governing 
flight times would need changing. 

The flights would carry freight, not 
passengers, and could start in May. 

Tim Garbutt, who runs Ramsgate’s 
Surin Restaurant with his wife 
Damrong, said: “Eleven flights a week 
won’t create the jobs at the airport 
that are being claimed - it’s flannel. 

“The 300 other jobs [described by 
Inffatil as “indirect/induced”] they’re 
talking about are simply made up. 


The claims are vague and nonsensical.” 

Peter Binding, ffom Ramsgate and a 
member of the Kent International 
Airport Consultative Committee, said: 
“I doubt this will create more than a 
dozen jobs up there - it’s pure fiction. 

“How can you create that many jobs 
ffom 11 flights a week?” 

Mr Binding is now even questioning 
the worth of the committee. 

KIACC is a statutory body, but no 
mention of the plans was made at the 
last meeting in December, says Mr 
Binding.

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It's full steam 
ahead if talks 
are a success 
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NEGOTIATIONS aimed at 
reopening Ramsgate Mari¬ 
time Museum are still 
ongoing between Thanet 
council and the Steam 
Museum Trust, but a reso¬ 
lution could be just weeks 
away. 

The trust, based near Canterbury, 
is keen to take the museum out of 
limbo after its doors were closed last 
year in the wake of a funding crisis 
after the council cut its grant. 

The trust wants the museum re¬ 
opened in time for the summer 
months. 

Thanet council still owns the build¬ 
ing and the dock where the steam 
tug the Cervia is moored. The boat 
was loaned to the East Kent 
Maritime Trust (EKMT) 25 years 
ago after it left service. 

No fee was taken, but in return the 
EKMT was asked to look after, main¬ 
tain and restore the vessel. However, 
over the years it has deteriorated 
into what Steam Museum Trust 
chairman Michael List-Brain de¬ 
scribes as an “appalling” condition. 

He says that in 2003 the EKMT 
walked away, but he took it to court 
and won the case. 

Half the settlement was the con¬ 
tents of the maritime museum, 
which were passed to the Steam 
Museum Trust. 

Mr List-Brain said: “The intention 
now, having got to this situation, is to 
start the museum up again with 
improved vigour and resources. 

“But as the building and harbour 
belong to Thanet council, any muse¬ 
um is dependent on its goodwill and 
support and to that end we are in 
discussions. I would like to get it run-

ning again in the summer as I feel if 
the museum is closed for a year peo¬ 
ple will forget about it. 

“We are waiting, but the council is 
aware that timing is important and 
there is a very valuable collection 
sitting in limbo. Hopefully we can 
help move the situation forward.” 

The Steam Museum Trust runs 
the annual Preston Steam Rally and 
Mr List-Brain has a 40-year associ¬ 
ation with Ramsgate. 

He bought the Cervia in 1971 for 
£3,100 with the goal of restoring it. 

A council official said: “Discussions 
are taking place between the council 
and the trust about their ideas for 
museum provision in Ramsgate.” 


Infratil airport jobs 
claim flies into flak

and then they do something different. 

‘Where is the consultation? The com¬ 
mittee is being bypassed all the time. 
The Secretaiy of State should step in.” 

Thanet council says it was ap¬ 
proached by Infratil about the plans 
just two weeks ago, on Thursday, 
January 29. 

It announced the news on Wednes¬ 
day last week. The Section 106 agree¬ 
ment that governs flight times and 
flight paths at the airport would need 
to be changed with an 18-month varia¬ 
tion to accommodate Infratil’s wishes. 

Mr Binding says the only reason BA 
wants a base at Manston is because it 
wants to avoid the quota system at 
Heathrow.

never had before. It will be every 
night.” 

Mr Binding says the plans should 
be subject to a planning application.

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Election hopeful admits she might have broken planning rules

TORY parliamentary hopeful 
Laura Sandys has apologised 
“unequivocally” over two giant 
signs promoting herself. 

The signs have angered district councillor 
Mark Nottingham, who claimed that planning 
rules were being ignored. 

Local Conservatives had erected them to raise 
Ms Sandys’s profile in the isle. One of them is in 
Canterbmy Road East and the other in Haine 
Road. Cllr Nottingham says that council rules 
state when there is not an election campaign in 
process, planning permission for such signs is 
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needed. He said: “I read the planning agendas 
and anything from Laura Sandys or the 
Conservatives would have leapt out at me, but I 
haven’t noticed anything.” 

Council officers are investigating. Cllr 
Nottingham wrote about the matter on his 
weblog, saying the signs can distract drivers 
from paying attention to the road. 

He wrote: 'With icy conditions and heavy 
snow on the roads, you don’t need any distrac¬ 
tions when driving, but that’s not something 


Laura Sandys seems to have thought of. She has 
put two large roadside advertising boards in 
farmers’ fields.” 

He added: “The matter has been reported to 
Thanet council and officers are looking into this 
potential breach of the law. 

“I hope Ms Sandys will demonstrate rapidly 
that she has complied with all aspects of the 
law.” 

Ms Sandys, who will take on sitting Labour 
MP Steve Ladyman in the marginal Thanet 
South seat, said: “It has been brought to my 
attention that the posters might have contra¬ 
vened planning. I apologise unequivocally 


“I understand permission can be requested 
retrospectively, which we are doing. 

“However, we also understand there is anoth¬ 
er way of meeting planning requirements much 
more speedily. My colleagues and I did not know 
that the posters needed to be put on a moveable 
vehicle rather than directly into the ground. 

We will be replacing them as soon as possible 
with posters on wheels. Those we don’t have 
suitable vehicles for will be removed. 

We rely on volunteers, so it may be a few days 
before all the posters are changed. I apologise to 
anyone who has complained and will ensure 
they are changed as soon as possible.”

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Minister meets isle 
movers and shakers 

THE Thanet and East Kent Chamber 
of Commerce welcomed MP Jonathan 
Shaw to the isle last week.

MP raises glass to 
fair tipping policy 

PUB chain Thorley Taverns has signed 
up to the Fair Tips Charter. 

The scheme aims to share staff tips 
equally and to cut down on employers 
claiming the tips for themselves. 

Thanet South MP Dr Steve Ladyman 
congratulated owner Frank Thorley for 
signing up to the charter. 

He said: “It is wrong that some business¬ 
es don’t pass tips on to their staff and some 
don’t even pay the national minimum 
wage and use tips to top up their wages. 

“Thorley Taverns has a policy for pass¬ 
ing on all its tips to its staff and Frank 
Thorley jumped at the chance to sign the 
Fair Tips Charter. Well done, Frank.” 
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Flats could come tumbling 
down after officers' report 


COUNCIL officers have recom¬ 
mended that a new block of flats in 
Cliftonville be pulled down after the 
developers appeared to ignore the 
approved design. 

The officers made their recommendation to 
the planning committee on Thursday last week. 

The development at 1-3 Lewis Crescent on 
the seafront contains 29 flats. 

The flats were built on the site of a hotel that 
was ravaged by fire in 2005. 

The decision on whether or not to pull down 
the flats has been complicated by the fact that 
people have started to move into them. 

Thanet council planning committee member 
Clive Hart says the decision is one of “the hard¬ 
est I’ve ever had to make” and that he feels he 
has been put “between a rock and a hard place”. 

He spoke at last week’s meeting and attended 
a site visit the next day. 

He said: “Since the fire, several years have 
passed and we are now in a difficult situation. 
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The report explains that the developer has 
clearly built a different building from the one 
that had permission. 

“However, if the building is demolished, it will 
leave an enormous gaping hole in a prime loc¬ 
ation which is part of the renewal area. 

‘We’ve learnt that the building even has resi¬ 
dents. I don’t know what implications that may 
have for other council departments, but it adds 
yet another appalling dimension to this issue.” 

He added: “I’ve shown the report and its rec¬ 
ommendation to a number of local residents to 
gauge opinions and many say the property 
that’s been built is completely out of order and 
should be demolished. 

“Quite rightly, they say we need to send a clear 
message to developers.” 

Cllr Hart is now asking serious questions of 
the planning department. 

He said: “Who on Earth was monitoring the 
build?” 


However, the council denies it is responsible 
for monitoring the building work. 

A spokeswoman said: “Councils are not 
required to monitor the progress of building 
works. However, where it comes to our atten¬ 
tion, either through members of the public or 
other departments, that work is not being car¬ 
ried out in accordance with planning permis¬ 
sion, then we will take the appropriate action.” 

A final decision on the flats, which were built 
by Parkholme Ltd, will be taken at the next 
planning committee meeting, on February 18. 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel said: “The 
responsibility for building in accordance with 
planning permission lies with the developer. 

“The council will always investigate complaints 
and that’s what we did. Our building control 
team were monitoring the work, but it’s import¬ 
ant to remember they are there to ensure the 
developer complies with building regulations. 

“The plans and conditions that are approved 
by planning are not notified to building con¬ 
trol, nor are they used as the basis for the 
inspections.” 





DID YOU SEE 
FIRE START? 

Police are appealing for people who saw a fire at 
a Margate housing complex last week to contact 
them. 

The blaze destroyed three houses and a block 
of four flats at Windmill Court in Millmead Road 
on Wednesday, January 28. 

Large parts of the area in Margate were sealed 
off and fire-fighters from across east Kent were 
drafted in to bring the blaze under control. 

Det Sgt Claire Munday and her team have 
established with fire investigators that a number 
of areas were set alight deliberately. 

Thanet council buildings officers deemed the 
properties unsafe and what was left had to be 
demolished. No one was hurt. 

House-to-house inquiries have been conducted 
and information is still being gathered about the 
circumstances leading up to the fire.

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'Staffies' left out in cold 
as dog-owners fail to cope 


THE growing number of Staf- 
fordhire bull terriers on the streets 
has led to local councils urging pet- 
owners to think before they buy and 
breed the dogs. 

The message comes from three east Kent 
councils, including Thanet. More of the dogs, also 
known as ‘staffies’, are ending up on the streets. 

The breed is seen as a status symbol by many 
people, courtesy of its aggressive reputation. 

A kennel that takes dogs from Thanet, 
Shepway and Dover districts has 22 of the ani¬ 
mals waiting for new homes. 

Out of the 334 dogs taken in during the last 
12 months, 104 were staffies and only 47 of 
these were claimed. 

Among the 13 at the kennel are two ‘long- 
termers’ - a female affectionately called No 
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Ears because her ears were illegally cropped 
and a Staffordshire cross called Lully Boy - 
who have been at the kennel for nine months. 

The picture in east Kent reflects a growing 
national problem and Staffordshire bull terri¬ 
ers top the ‘unwanted dog 5 lists. 

Margaret Todd MBE from the Lord Whisky 
Animal Sanctuary at Stelling Minnis has 10 
staffies needing homes. 

She says that some will remain at the sanc¬ 
tuary, which has a policy of not destroying 
unwanted animals, for the rest of their lives. 

She said: “Several are not going anywhere. 
They are taking up valuable kennel space and 
we are turning other dogs away because we 
don’t have enough room.” 

Although Lord Whisky runs a veterinary clin¬ 


ic offering reduced bills for people on benefits, 
Margaret says that not enough owners have 
their dogs spayed or neutered. 

“Some people look on breeding as an easy way 
of making money, but they don’t think about 
what is going to happen to the puppies,” she said. 

“Many end up with people who haven’t got the 
lifestyles to cope with them.” 

Shirley Tomlinson, Thanet council’s cabinet 
member for commercial and environmental 
services, said: “Genuine dog-lovers must be hor¬ 
rified by the statistics. These unwanted dogs had 
a home at some stage, somewhere that should 
have been a home for the rest of their lives. 

“A dog is forever, not whenever, and people 
need to think very carefully before taking on a 
puppy or a dog as it’s a lifelong commitment.”

Pensioner dies after falling into fire 


AN elderly Ramsgate man has been found 
dead with severe burns after falling into a 
coal-fire he lit to beat the cold. 

Ronald Taylor, 86, was discovered by police 
on Wednesday last week after a call from 
a friend of the pensioner who had not seen 
him for a few days during a spell of bitter 
weather. 

Mr Taylor, who was single and had no chil¬ 
dren, had bums to his body. 

A post-mortem examination has been held, 
but details are not being released until the 
coroner’s inquest. 

A police spokesman said detectives were 
treating the incident as a non-suspicious 


death - and do not believe there was any 
third-party involvement. 

A police source added: “This is an extra¬ 
ordinarily tragic case - it appears Mr Taylor 
had collapsed at his home then fallen into 
the fire. 

“It is horrific to think of how he died.” 

Mother-of-two Hannah Watkins, 31, who 
lives close to Mr Taylor’s home, said: “It has 
been absolutely freezing cold this week, so I 
am not surprised he put the fire on - but 
what’s happened is just so sad. 

“I felt sick when I was told what had hap¬ 
pened. He always seemed like a nice chap 
and had friends he used to see regularly.”

Changes proposed 
for council cabinet 

THANET council’s cabinet is being reshuffled. 

Under the proposals, some of the existing 
portfolios will be split in two. 

This includes the regeneration and economic 
development portfolio, with deputy leader 
Roger Latchford taking charge of economic 
development, regeneration, the Margate 
Renewal Partnership, asset management, 
strategic planning and the Port of Ramsgate. 

It is thought chairman John Kirby could be 
taking charge of the other half of the portfolio. 

This would make him responsible for plan¬ 
ning enforcement, planning applications, licens¬ 
ing, land charges, Ramsgate Royal Harbour 
Marina and general estate management. 

The changes will be voted on at a full council 
meeting on Thursday, February 26. 

Forever 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel said: “It will give 
us more resilience, particularly when people go on 
holiday, and there’s also an element of planning 
for the future, as none of us will go on forever.” 

The council says the changes will “bring the 
cabinet portfolios in line with each of the coun¬ 
cil’s five main service areas and follow a senior 
management restructure”. 

For Cllr Kirby to take on his new post, he will 
have to resign his role as chairman. 

Other proposed cabinet positions include: 

• Martin Wise: Finance, to include human 
resources, policy and performance, procure¬ 
ment and audit. 

• Jo Gideon: Customer services, to include IT 
services, revenues and benefits and the Thanet 
Works programme. 

• Zita Wiltshire: Community services, to 
include council housing, strategic housing, 
housing need and homelessness, housing 
renewal, private sector housing, community 
safety and environmental health. 

• Shirley Tomlinson: Environmental services.

MEP's bile at cruel 
international trade 


EURO MP Sharon 
Bowles wants interna¬ 
tional pressure against 
the multi-million pound 
trade of bear bile to be 
stepped up. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
has supported an online petition 
against the cruel practice of bear 
bile extraction in many Asian 
countries. 

Bear bile is highly lucrative, 
with a single gram fetching up to 
£14 on the global market. The 
trade is thought to be worth £60 
million a year in China alone. 

However, leading animal rights 
organisations, including the char¬ 
ity Animals Asia, have con¬ 
demned the practice. 

Kent MEP Sharon Bowles has 
been running a campaign on her 
website and participated in Moon 
Bear Fun Day with Animals Asia. 

She said: “The Government has 
done all that is legally possible to 
ban the trade of bear bile within 
the UK. 

“This is a great success and 
highlights the hard work of 
organisations like Animals Asia. 

“However, this vile practice has 
not been banned in many Asian 
countries and reports indicate the 
trade is still widespread. 

“The Government and the 
European Parliament must con¬ 
tinue to put pressure on these

authorities to bring a global end 
to the trade of bear bile.” 

Dave Neale, the UK director of 
Animals Asia, added: “In China, 
bear farming continues to incar¬ 
cerate thousands of bears in des¬ 
picable conditions. 

“Animals Asia are working with 
the people and the Government of 
China to close down bear farms, 
rescue the bears to our China- 
based sanctuary and promote the 
many herbal and synthetic alter¬ 
natives available to consumers. 

“If we can stop the demand for 
bear bile we can ultimately free 
the bears and end this barbaric 
practice once and for all.” 

The trade exists due to the pre¬ 
scription of bear bile by doctors 
who practise traditional Chinese 
medicine. 

The substance contains urso¬ 
deoxycholic acid, which is believed 
to reduce fever, protect the liver, 
improve eyesight, break down 
gallstones, and also act as an 
anti-inflammatory. 

Only small amounts of bear bile 
is used in traditional remedies. 
About 500kg is used by practition¬ 
ers every year. 

But wildlife experts say more 
than 7,000kg is being produced, 
with the surplus used in products 
such as wines, eyedrops, and 
general tonics.

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Month-long respect campaign embraced by Kent Police 

Our 'gay-friendly force' 
in kids' essay contest

KENT Police are asking children 
to write an essay as part of a 
month-long celebration of lesbian, 
gay bisexual and transgender 
history. 

The county force, recently recognised as 
one of the most gay-friendly employers in 
Britain, has a series of events throughout 
February. 

These include exhibitions, a quiz, a 
celebration dinner-dance and the competi¬ 
tion, which has an under-14s category. 

Youngsters are asked to write an essay 
explaining what this month’s slogan ‘All 
different, same respect’ means to them. 

It also has a 15-17 category and an 18-plus 
section, with the winners receiving a £25 
book token and a Kent Police shield. 

Kent County Council is also backing the 
activities, which include a month-long exhibi¬ 
tion at County Hall. 

A seminar has been held providing a brief 
overview of lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender history. The dance took place on 
Sunday and featured a five-course meal. The 
history quiz takes place at Lenham Com¬ 
munity Centre on Thursday, February 26. 

Kent Police are one of the most gay-friendly 
employers in Britain, according to the 
Stonewall Workplace Equality Index 2009, 
which researches attitudes towards sexuality. 

The force was ranked fourth - up 22 places 


from last year - because of “a proactive les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual support network, 
which meets regularly with the Chief 
Constable and other chief officers to discuss 
relevant issues”. 

The group also helps with recruitment and 
retention and can provide specialised know¬ 
ledge in specific areas of policing. 

But the celebration is not without its crit¬ 
ics. A spokesman for the Campaign Against 
Political Correctness said she felt “the police 


can get a bit obsessed about this sort of 
thing”. 

“It’s all part of a bigger picture and we 
wouldn’t say anything if there was just, for 
instance, one event a month,” she said. 

“But a whole lot together is a bit much. You 
have to ask, what good does this sort of thing 
actually do? And is any money being spent on 
this? If so, is it the right way to spend money 
allocated for law enforcement?”

Haunting images 
to make us think 

A HARROWING new £3.2 million THINK! 
campaign highlights the life-wrecking conse¬ 
quences of speeding for drivers and their vic¬ 
tims has been launched by road safety minis¬ 
ter Jim Fitzpatrick. 

And the county’s police are backing the cam¬ 
paign with ‘zero tolerance to speeding 5 . 

The new message is that if you kill someone 
while speeding you will be tormented for ever. 

In the new TV advert a driver is haunted by 
images of the child he has killed - seeing him 
in the mirror, through the window of a bus and 
while in the park with his son. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “More than 700 people 
were killed in 2007 in accidents where some¬ 
one was driving too fast - that’s two people 
every day of the year who didn’t go home to 
their families. 



“The last THINK! campaign on speeding 
highlighted the fact that if you hit a child at 
30mph there’s an 80 per cent chance they will 
live, but if you hit them at 40mph there’s an 80 
per cent chance they will die. It’s 30mph for a 
reason. We want motorists to consider the con¬ 
sequences of speeding; what life is like for the 
driver who kills because they are in a rush. 

“I hope this powerful campaign will get driv¬ 
ers to kill their speed before it’s too late.” 

Department for Transport figures for 2007 
show that in the South East 265 people were 
killed or seriously injured on 30mph roads 
where excessive speed was reported as a con¬ 
tributory factor. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: “We take a 
zero-tolerance approach to speeding. We use a 
combination of enforcement and education, 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, to drive home 
the message that we expect people to obey the 
law. The consequences of dangerous, irrespon¬ 
sible and antisocial behaviour on the roads can 
be horrendous.”

Mr Todd said: “Charlie’s story is part of 
the big jigsaw puzzle we are putting toget¬ 
her using artefacts, memorabilia and stor¬ 
ies to get a real feel for how Hereson devel¬ 
oped over the last century.

Tories' mixed messages 
over airport expansion 

There seems to be some disparity between 
what the Conservatives are saying nationally 
about airport expansion and what they are 
saying locally. 

Talking about the Government decision to 
approve Heathrow’s third runway, shadow 
transport secretary Theresa Villiers described 
it as “a bleak day for our environment and for 
those of us that care about safeguarding it”. 

She warned: “A third runway at Heathrow 
would inflict devastating damage to the 
environment and to the quality of life of 
millions of people, and the Conservatives will 
fight them every step of the way.” 

She highlighted the negative effects that 
would result from the third runway: “The 
Environment Agency has warned pollution 
from it would increase the risk of serious 
illness and early death around the airport. 

“MPs as far apart as Reading and 
Greenwich have expressed concern about the 
impact of aircraft noise from Heathrow on 
their constituents.” 

She added: “222,000 extra flights a 
year will massively boost Britain’s carbon 
emissions.” 

I live right under the Manston flight-path 
and would put up with a fair amount of extra 
noise if I thought it would lead to serious 
economic regeneration. However, if it’s going 
to have a serious effect on my family’s health, 
well, that’s another matter altogether. 

If Thanet North MP Roger Gale feels 
airport expansion at the expense of people’s 
health is OK, I can only say it’s time he had 
a serious rethink. Or perhaps he thinks Ms 
Villiers is spreading scaremongering twaddle 
- whatever, he can’t have it both ways. 

Up until now, my stance is that Southern 
Water, the Environment Agency and Thanet 
council’s contaminated-land officer need to 
get together and decide if it’s safe and 
practical to expand the airport with it being 
situated on the drinking water aquifer. 


The biggest problem with Manston airport 
is that it’s right in the middle of the 
underground water reservoir we can’t do 
without and if we get a fuel spillage on the 
green part of the airfield, the contaminated 
soil has to be dug out before it soaks down 
and permanently damages the aquifer. 

The airport has a digger standing by for 
this purpose. Without prompt action, it’s no 
agriculture in Thanet and no Thanet Earth, 
lots of hosepipe bans in the summer and 
increased water bills. 

The digger contingency plan isn’t adequate 
for larger planes; in fact I doubt it is 
adequate for the current traffic. 

In the case of an air accident thought to be 
caused by criminal or terrorist activity, or 
where people are killed, it seems unlikely the 
police or air accident authority would allow 
them to dig up the evidence on the site. 

Without an answer to this one, I can’t see 
how there can be any airport expansion.

Soaring number of queries 

Open letter to Thanet council: 

On Thursday, February 12, you vote on a 
proposal by Infratil to allow ‘out of hours’ 
flights which will enable the airport to win 
business from a major European air freight 
company. This is a pivotal moment for all of 
Thanet’s residents, particularly those who 
live under Manston’s flight-path. 

Before you vote, please take into 
consideration the following information and 
questions you may wish to ask yourselves: 

• Noise measurement under the current 
agreement has been secretive, unpublished 
and not explained to the people of Thanet. 
Should you be investigating its effects and 
publishing the results prior to signing off 
later flights by the noisiest aircraft? 

• Infratil has submitted a masterplan which 
the council is reviewing carefully before 
responding. What review is taking place and 
why have the electorate not been informed? 
Why cannot this review continue until 
completion? Surely commercial aspects are 
the sole responsibility of private companies? 
What are the repercussions if the review 
continues to its normal conclusion date? 
When is this expected? 

• Infratil is asking for an extension in the 
mornings and evenings, leaving six and a half 
‘quiet’ hours. In the 11 months up to December, 
57 night flights had already taken place at 
Manston. Is it wise to change the agreement to 
the airport’s benefit when current boundaries 
have been broken more than once a week? 

• Most children under the age of 13 would be 
in bed by 10pm each night. Allowing the 
airport to fly beyond this period is subjecting 
those children who live under the flight-path 
to disturbed sleep. Is this something you 
truly support? 


• Varying job numbers have been presented 
in the press release. Why is this? If the 
council is going to a vote, surely other factors 
have to be taken into consideration, such as 
noise and air pollution, but these are not 
mentioned. If job creation is so important, 
why bother with a planning application? Just 
say a number in the thousands? 

• Recent events in Lincolnshire prove jobs 
cannot be guaranteed for local people, yet 
every press release that comes from Thanet 
council talks of jobs being created, while 
pointing out Thanet as a deprived area. This 
is misleading and could cause problems for 
you should jobs not materialise for local job¬ 
seekers. What jobs are on offer? What will 
they pay? When will they materialise? What 
experience will be necessary? What steps are 
being taken by the airport and council to 
train the isle’s long-term unemployed to take 
advantage of any jobs on offer? 

• Ramsgate main sands, the Royal Sands 
development, Harbour Parade, Royal 
Harbour, Harbour Street/King Street/Queen 
Street, Nelson Crescent, Ramsgate library, 
Clarendon House grammar school - these 
highly important places will be subjected 
from 6am to 11.30pm flights at under 1,000ft, 
hundreds of times per day should expansion 
be in line with the masterplan. Agreeing to 
the change will be a precursor to this. 

I hope these questions and the information 
provided are helpful when making your decision.

There’s not much set, really, 
and just a trunk containing several 
jackets and waistcoats that we 
change into, so the audience can see 
that difference and attach certain 
items to certain people. 

“Sometimes it’s so quick, the 
change is more of a physical thing.” 

The audience does need to pay 
attention as it does not have the 
luxury of several actors dressed in 
wigs and costumes to differentiate 
between characters. However, Caves 
has found that audiences quickly 
grasp the concept and find the 
unusual experience very interesting. 

“I think the audience gets a lot of 
pleasure out of recognition of the 
characters,” he said. “Sometimes it 
will get a laugh even before I speak, 


just because I change the way I put 
my legs or something.” 

With such a variety of people to 
bring to life, Caves already has a cou¬ 
ple of favourites among the large cast. 

“I really like playing the Hollywood 
actress, people really respond to her,” 
he said. “I also like Finn, who’s a bit 
of a simpleton who goes on quite a 
journey.” 

Written by Marie Jones, Stones In 
His Pockets has won numerous 
awards, including the Laurence 
Olivier Award for best new comedy, 
and received three Tony nominations 
on Broadway 

“It sets out its stall really quickly as 
a light-hearted comedy, but it does 
have some quite poignant moments,” 
Caves said. 

“It’s cleverly written. The author has 
juxtaposed the humour with quite a 
serious sucker-punch. It’s great when 
you feel the audience is with you dur¬ 
ing those funny moments, then literal¬ 
ly in seconds you are talking about 
something that’s rather sad.”

Talented Mr Hoffman's 
in no doubt over film

PHILIP Seymour Hoffman isn’t 
giving the game away. 

In fact, he’s positively defensive over the 
question of whether his character, the mod¬ 
ernising Catholic priest, Father Brendan 
Flynn, inappropriately interfered with a 
young male student in his new film Doubt. 

“Is he guilty or not? That question wouldn’t 
be a question that I’d ever answer,” the actor 
says. “I would never ever tell a living soul any¬ 
thing about that. It’s of no interest to you or to 
the viewer. I didn’t sit in a chair and say 
‘Hmmm, I wonder if he’s guilty or not’.” 

The point of Doubt, says Philip, are the grey 
areas. Was Father Flynn inappropriate or 
wasn’t he? Stone-faced parish school principal 
Sister Aloysius, played by Meryl Streep, is 
convinced he is, along with suspicious nun 
Sister James (Amy Adams). 

“You wouldn’t assume someone was guilty 
without having any evidence,” he says. 
“Whether he’s guilty or not is ultimately one of 
many things. The hot topic is you can assume 
his guilt without knowing anything.” 

The 41-year-old actor was attracted to 
exploring not only the themes of the movie, 
based on a play by John Patrick Shanley who 
also directed the film, but the subject of 
change in the Catholic church. 

In 1964, when the film is set, the church was 
undergoing a dramatic reformation. As an 
advocate of making the church more tolerant 
and accessible, Father Flynn is put in direct 
conflict with Sister Aloysius. 

Usefully, Philip was able to turn to elements 
of his own past to prepare for the role, as he 
was brought up a Catholic, albeit in a different 
world to the one audiences see in the film. 

“I did communion but never went to Catholic

school,” he says. “I never did confession. I went 
to church, so I know what goes on but wasn’t 
the typical Catholic.” 

Father Flynn is the latest in a string of mem¬ 
orable character parts for Philip, who got his 
big break in the 1992 A1 Pacino movie Scent Of 
A Woman. Since then, he’s appeared in the 
likes of Boogie Nights and The Talented Mr 
Ripley and he took home the best actor Oscar 
in 2005 for his portrayal of Truman Capote. 

Doubt has already won him critical plaudits 
and a Golden Globe nomination. But he 
doesn’t seem bothered about the Oscar buzz, 


not least because he has other things on his 
mind. His girlfriend, costume designer Mimi 
O’Donnell, gave birth to their third child, 
Willa, last October. 

Despite the strained subject matter, initial 
doubts and the intense shoot, Philip claims 
filming Doubt was fun. 

“I had a good rapport with all of the cast,” he 
says. “As dramatic as the film is, it was great 
fun. It was very serious, you know, the work 
was, but ultimately the minute we could have 
fun, we did. We had a lot of laughs and enjoyed 
each others’ company. 

“But I’d never be able to row with Meryl like 
we do in the movie,” he adds, smiling. 

“I would never want to get into a heated 
argument with her!”

PEOPLE often say good 
things about BBCl’s The 
Green Green Grass, but truth 
be told Fm not sure why. 

'Successful spin-off is one term often 
used to describe this show and Tight 
corned/ is another. 

I can see why the first applies - it 
certainly has viewers far beyond what 
many would ever have estimated - but 
the comedy part is stretching it a bit far. 

Focusing on Only Fools and Horses 
wide boy Boycie’s post-Del Boy move 
to live in the country, the laughs are 
not exactly free flowing. 

On the original show, and seen in 
bits and pieces, the character worked 
well, making up the great cast of 
odd-balls and everymen that made 
Only Fools one of the best-loved shows 
of its generation, but there is nowhere 
near enough material for a whole 
show and series. 

The jokes are as predictable as 
Britain grinding to a halt in a snow 
storm and the acting pitiful. 

In stark contrast to that, the BBC has 
dipped into its archives and decided to 
repeat one of its lesser-known gems. 

The excellent Early Doors, now on 
BBC 4, owes a huge debt to the Royle 
Family. 

A good few of the actors who have 
appeared in that sit-com appear here 
and, dripping with that same 
Mancunian humour, this show always 
deserved to be much bigger than it 
actually was. 

Indeed Craig Cash, dippy Dave from 
its sister show, is one of the writers here. 
Proceedings revolve around life at

'BEAUTIFUL One Day - Perfect 
the Next’ may not be quite as forth¬ 
right an advertising blurb as the 
'So Where The Bl**dy Hell Are 
You?’ slogan famously chosen by 
Tourism Australia, but it’s still a 
confident statement. 

It very accurately describes the Great 
Barrier Reef state, and is therefore an appro¬ 
priate phrase selected by Queenslanders, who 
certainly treated me to nine days of whirlwind 
action and adventure. 

Our journey, a ‘tour of eccentric Queensland’, 
took in bush walking, rainforest trekking, 
pumpabiking (a sort of human-powered 
hydrofoil), reef snorkelling, wining, dining and 
stand-up paddle-surfing, among other things. 

We began in Cairns, gateway to the Great 
Barrier Reef in the far north of the state. 

A short walk from our hotel led us to the 
town’s reef fleet terminal and a full-day cata¬ 
maran cruise to Michaelmas Cay. 

We enjoyed a lazy afternoon snorkelling in 
the turquoise-blue sea surrounding the tiny 
coral island and then took a seat on a semi- 
submersible vessel which provided stunning 
views of the reef, not to mention the giant sea 
turtles. Throw in a tasty buffet lunch on board 
and at a total cost of £48 that’s bonza value. 

Speaking of bonza, a ‘swaggie’ - an original 
Aussie bushman - awaited us later that 
evening at Cairns Night Zoo for some billy tea 
and damper. Torches were at the ready for a 
nocturnal view of some native critters. 

We got to pat the wide-awake koalas, fed 
hungry kangaroos around a campfire and got 
up close, but not too close, and personal with 


some venomous spiders, snakes and crocodiles. 

Then next morning was the real thing and a 
two-day rainforest and rock art 4WD safari. 
We headed for an outback camp at Jowal- 
binna, Aboriginal for Dingo’s Ear, in the Quin- 
kan region. Aboriginal occupation here dates 
back more than 30,000 years, with startling 
images of spirits, animals and human figures 
adorning its sandstone shelters. 

After ‘slumming it’ in the outback, we head¬ 
ed back into the rainforest for a luxury night’s 
stay at Voyages Silky Oaks Lodge at the foot 
of the Mossman River Gorge, popular with 
honeymooning couples. It’s a beautiful resort. 

Next was a trip south to the trendy coastal 
resort of Noosa, but not before popping into 
Australia Zoo - home of the late, great 
Crocodile Hunter, Steve Irwin. 

Irwin and his wife Terri took over manage¬ 


ment of the zoo in Beerwah in 1992 and today 
it resembles something of a shrine to the nat¬ 
uralist and TV personality who was fatally 
pierced by a stingray barb two years ago. 

Next it was on to the Sunshine Coast, where 
the sophisticated set go for their hols in Noosa, 
before heading to Fraser Island - the largest 
sand island in the world and a truly wondrous 
place, home to a sprawling rainforest, more 
than 100 beautiful freshwater lakes and even 
a shipwreck. 

We spent the night at the four-star King¬ 
fisher Bay resort, where we had a bushtucker 
taste ‘trial’ in the restaurant. Several glasses 
of Cabernet Sauvignon and the stunning sun¬ 
set view sweetened my palate. We then ended 
our tour at Brisbane, the state capital. 

Is Queensland really ‘Beautiful One Day - 
Perfect the Next’? Mate, it’s a cracker.

Thousands more could 
be losing their homes 

THERE could be 75,000 home reposses¬ 
sions this year, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders. 

But there are concerns that this figure 
could be an under-estimate, following 
research by MoneyExpert.com. 

The independent comparison website 
has revealed more than 900,000 home- 
owners have missed at least one mort¬ 
gage repayment in the last six months. 

This represents one in 12 home- 
owners. Just a year ago, only one in 25 of 
the people holding the 11.8 million out¬ 
standing mortgages in the country 
missed a payment. 

MoneyExpert.com considers that miss¬ 
ing a mortgage payment is as serious as 
it gets and is a clear signal a home¬ 
owner’s finances are at breaking point. 

More than 1,000 homes are being 
taken back by lenders every week, 
according to the Financial Services 
Authority, despite interest rate cuts and 
new Government schemes to help strug¬ 
gling home-owners. 

Unless banks and building societies 
pass on the bank rate reductions to 
borrowers, mortgages are still too expen¬ 
sive for some people. 

Prices show hope but 
it's still too early to tell 

THE average price of homes across the 
country rose by 1.9 per cent in January, 
according to the Halifax. 

This news is sure to bring a boost to 
the housing market, which has been 
under severe strain in the last few 
months. 

However, the building society’s ana¬ 
lysts warned that one month’s figures 
did not indicate an end to the downward 
trend in prices, which they say have 
dropped 17.2 per cent in the past year. 

The average house price has now 
reached £163,966, according to the 
Halifax. 

Martin Ellis, chief economist at the 
Halifax, said his bank’s latest survey did 
not necessarily mean the property mar¬ 
ket had reached a turning point after 
last year’s dramatic slump in mortgage 
lending, completed sales and prices. 

“It’s far too early to make any conclus¬ 
ion,” he said. 

“The figures are going against the 
trend and our survey shows that if you 
compare the last three months to the 
previous three months then prices are 
still down significantly, by about five per 
cent.”

BUYERS have shown renewed 
interest in the property market in 
the first weeks of this year, accord¬ 
ing to the largest independent 
home-finding group in the UK. 

County Homesearch carried out research 
looking at trends in the market for the 
start of 2009. 

The website has seen a large increase in 
the number of potential buyers registering 
for its services in the last two weeks, 
according to its analysts. 

The weakness of the pound could also be 
playing a role, with County Homesearch 
managing director Jonathan Haward 
claiming UK residential housing was now 
seen as a bargain for anyone earning dol¬ 
lars or euros. 

He said: “As well as indigenous interest, 
we have also witnessed a substantial 
increase in registration from buyers across 
the world. 

“With discounts of up to 40 per cent on 
some property due to last year’s price falls 
and some lenders offering best-buy mort¬ 
gage rates of below four per cent, UK house 
prices currently look like a bargain to for¬ 
eign buyers. 

“We have quite definitely seen an 
increase in buyer enquiries and as we are 
right at the sharp end of any housing mar¬ 


ket transactions we predict continued growth 
in buyer activity.” 

County Homesearch believes this news rein¬ 
forces the findings of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, which reported that 
“buying interest is now at levels not seen 
since 2006”. 

Mr Haward added: “Those buyers who have 
no need of a mortgage can rely on us to negot¬ 
iate some very real bargains, and even if house 


prices dip by another five to ten per cent, we 
can see some excellent house price growth 
starting in 2010. In five years’ time today’s 
buyer will be sitting on a substantial profit.” 

Estate agents in Kent have also stated 
that the market is getting better and have 
encouraged mortgage lenders to be more 
flexible in their approach to making loans - 
boosting the market by encouraging potential 
purchasers.

Kia 'bus' passes holiday 
road test without moans 



ROAD TEST 


SEVEN-seaters have one big 
problem. Cram them with kids and 
the “are we there yet chorus?” 
gets way too loud, but there is no 
doubting their practicality as 
proved by holidays. 

I put ambitious Korean brand Kia’s junior 
MPV (multi-purpose vehicle) to the test in the 
West Country. 

The Kia Carens has a space and airiness 
that belies compact dimensions and I had no 
complaints from my party: three adults and 
four kids aged from four to ten. 

However, with all seven seats in use, the 
Carens (from £11,550) proved to be as bad 
as rivals in having little boot space left over for 
beach gear. 

But how many grumbles and how many “are 
we there yets?” did I get from this tribe of 
fickle and fussy travellers during a week with 
the Carens? Answers: none and one. 

A great result for me, the main driver, 
considering that Cornish ‘mizzle’ kept us off 
the beach a lot and driving to other amuse¬ 
ments, including an especially long outing to 


the brilliant Eden Project - a near 100-mile 
round trip for us. 

That has to be a tribute to the Carens’ space, 
easy access and all-round comfort; the car 
rides well enough whether heavily or lightly 
laden, with little ‘MPV 7 roll or wallow, though 
it could never be described as sporty to drive. 

Our car was fitted with the excellent 138bhp 
2.0-litre turbodiesel (from £14,055) - there are 
also 130bhp 1.6-litre and 142bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol options - with the low down pulling 
power needed to easily move up to seven plus 
luggage. It is smooth and worked well with the 
automatic ‘box (£1,000 extra) on the test car - 
the Sports Mode manual selection proved use¬ 
ful for Cornish gradients and lanes. 

Admittedly, the Carens is not the best-look¬ 
ing midi-MPV. Kia says it injected 4x4 
‘outdoors/ styling, but slab sides and a low 
rubbing strip just make the car look baggy. 

Nevertheless, it is keenly-priced and well- 
equipped with a five-year/unlimited mileage 
warranty. 

Unlike its forbears, it achieves this without 
being crudely executed or cheaply finished 
inside - a good buy for tough times.

'Freeze rales or risk 
us going to the wall' 


Businesses appeal for rethink on planned 5% rates rise

COUNCILS could be swamped by 
appeals from firms fighting the 
recession as business rates rocket 
to their highest level in 16 years. 

Already there has been an angry backlash 
from industry groups and the Conservatives, 
who are urging the Government to take urgent 
action to stop the five per cent rise in April. 

Companies are trying to combat the tough¬ 
est economic conditions for at least 30 years 
and now, on a national basis, they’re being 
asked to stump up what represents an extra 
£1 billion. 

Councils collect about £20 billion a year from 
business rates, but the review of new levels is 
based on the profits and turnover of compa¬ 
nies from a couple of years ago. 

If their trading levels have changed dramat¬ 
ically since, they can appeal. The rate is set by 
central government and the tax is collected by 
local authorities. 

Channel Chamber of Commerce manager 
Caroline Chambers said that two years ago 
most firms were doing well, and if they are still 
doing well there is no problem, but for those 
doing a lot worse or making losses, the picture 
is different. 

She said: “Businesses are already struggling 
to pay their rates. They are not a bottomless pit 
of money. They are already feeling the pinch. 

“I would urge every single business that is 
going to appeal to start the process now.” 

Shadow minister for communities Caroline 
Spelman said: “The Government needs to look 
again at the formula and methodology, other¬ 
wise it could be the nail in the coffin for many 
struggling firms.”

British Chambers of Commerce director- 
general David Frost said firms were already 
struggling with their cash flows - vital day-to- 
day money used to run businesses - and would 
find it hard to meet the new rate rise. 

“If the Government is serious about helping 
firms survive the worst downturn in a genera¬ 
tion, it should be cutting the rates until the 
economic situation significantly improves.” 

Roger House, chairman of the Federation of 
Small Businesses for Kent and Medway 
added: “Cash flow is king for small businesses 
which want to hold on to and train their staff 
and grow their enterprises during these reces¬ 
sionary times. 


“With small business failures entering their 
hundreds each day and taking thousands of 
jobs with them, it seems counterproductive to 
introduce higher taxes.” 

CBI business environment policy director 
Neil Bentley said the rate should be frozen 
and it was an “unnecessary’ increase anyway. 

“This will affect nearly every firm, and strug¬ 
gling retailers will be particularly hard hit, at 
a time when they need all the help we can give 
them,” he said. 

“This threat to jobs, investment and the sur¬ 
vival of viable businesses can still be avoided if 
the Government lives up to its promise of 
doing everything it can, by freezing the rates.”

“It’s the boredom thing really because your 
body can only train so much doing a certain 
thing,” he said.

The economic crisis has also stretched as far 
as boxing, according to Takaloo which will not 
help his case having been out of the ring for 
more than a year. He may draw heart from one 
of his former opponents, Ryan Rhodes, who has 
won his last six bouts at the age of 32, who is 
set to fight Small for the British title next 
month. 

Takaloo said: “Everything is so slow at the 
moment, fighters are not getting the fights. It’s 
very difficult out there - everyone is nervous 
and the promoters aren’t getting the fights and 
they’re using the recession as an excuse. I’ll 
have an eye on the Small and Rhodes fight to 
see what comes out of that.”
